THE ASYLUM. 

The Austin Revsille contains an edi- 
torial on the Nevada Insane Asylum 
which proves that the editor of that 
paper is a very poor mathematician or 
else he takes delight in greatly mis- 
representing the management of that 


excellently governed institution. The 
article commences as foliows: 
Superintendent Dawson's report 


will show that it has cost 95 cents a 
day per patient since our insave have 
been placed in the Asylum at Reno. 
This showing will not prove a very 
satisfactory one to the friends of the 
new Asylim. We know whereof we 
speak when we say that they are dis- 
appointed at the figures. 


Dr. Dawson's report shows nothing 
of the kind, but on the contrary it 
shows the actual cost of maintaining 
the patiefits to have been 74 cents per 
capita per diem. This includes the 
salaries of all the officials and attend 
ants from Superintendent down; also 
the feod consumed, clothing, medi- 
cine, etc., and the clothing included 
in this amount will last them for sev- 
eral months to come. Dr. Dawson's 
report will, when printed and submit- 
ted to the taxpayers, prove to be 
a very satisfactory showing. The 
Reveille calis attention to the Califor- 
nia asylum as a model for Nevada to 
go by: 

The asylums at Stockton and 
Napa cost. from 40 to 45 cents 
per day per patient. This would 
indicate that Nevada ought certainly 
to maintain its crazy folks for 50 cents 


at least. What caused the high rate 
we are at a loss to determine. 


The Reveille forgets that the actual 
cost of all provisions, clothing, bed- 
ding, medicine, etc., used at the Ne- 
vada Asylum cost at least 331; per 
cent. more than California has to pay. 
It also forgets that the asylum at 
Stockton has over 1,100 patients and 
that the cost is much less proportion- 
ally than it is for caring for 140. The 
truth bf the matter is that Supertaten- 
dent Dawsvn’s management of the 
asylum has been honest, economical 
and intelligent, and that his report 
will bear us out in the statement that 
the State his saved at least $7,000 for 
the six months ending December 31, 
1882, or $14,000 per annum. 

The gross cost of keeping the pa- 
tients under the present management 
has been but 89 cents per day as 
against $1 14 (including transporta- 
tion) under the “contract system.” 
This includes all expenses incurred 
since the first day of July last, even 
the expense of the commission, hard- 
ware, lumber used, putting in a pump, 
costing something over $1,000; horses, 
wagon, harnesses, farming imple- 
ments, such as harrows, plows, etc., 
besides the gas machine, cleaning off 
and plowing over 60 acres of land, 
hogs and a thousand and one other 
things not necessary to enumerate and 
which will not be required this year. 
The coming six months will reduce 
the expenses very materially. The 
average cost per capita per diem from 
the first day of July, 1883, to the first 
day of July, 1884, won't exceed 55 
cents, 

The Reveille seems to have turned a 
double somersault and landed on a 
subject it knows nothing about. Wait, 
neighbor, until you get the Scperin. 
tendent's report, then pick it to pieces 
all you like. 

EDITORIAL NOTES. 

The California Supreme Court has 
confirmed the decision of the lower 
Court in the case of the State vs. Isaac 
Tamkin for killing McClellan at Truc- 
kee about a year ago. Tamkin was 
sentenced to 10 years in the California 
penitentiary. The, Supreme Court 
beld that notwithstanding McClellan 
may have made threats against Tam- 
kin's life, he was not justifiable in 
shooting McClellan in the back. 


There is no doubt that the peg-leg 
advance on the Treasury is the most 
surprising that has ever taken place. 
Perhaps it could be borne with equa- 
nimity, says the Bulletin, if it was 
composed exclusively of real veterans. 
Bat it is feared that deserters and 
beunty-jumpers in large numbers are 
enjoying the favors of a benevolent 
but purblind Government.

Somethi ng Got Outof Mark Twain 
for the First-Time. 
Cut, Jan. 8. 
Some time since Samuel L. Clemens 
brought suit in the United States Court 
against Belfast, Clark & Co., publish- 
ers, to restrain them from publishing 
his works. It appeared in evi- 
dence that the works republished 
were not copyrighted, but Clemens 
claimed his pseudonym “Mark Twain” 
as the trade mark. The court, in its 
decision to-day, held that a nom de 
plume could net be construed as a 
trade mark and that the tact that it 
was not copyrigbted left his works 
open to republication by any one. 


What Danenhower Thinks. 
Boston, Jan. 9. 

A Buffalo dispatch to the Globe says: 
Danenhower told a reporter that Al- 
fred Kuchne, one of Lieutenant Chipp's 
crew, had a bible which he took with 
him in the boat. He thought it pos- 
sible for the survivors in that boat to 
have reached the Gulf of Khatanga. 


The Grand Bounce. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. 

President Arthur has at last decided 
to decapitate the half-breeds in the 
New York Custom House. It is ru- 
mored that Collector Robertson will 
give place to W. Cooper, a merchant; 
Silas Burt, Surveyor of Customs, will 
be succeeded by John Lydeker, a per- 
sonal friend of the President, and 
Stewart L. Woodford, District-Attor- 
ney, will be bounced. * 


A Boston Judgment. 
Boston, Jan. 9. 

In the case of Smyth Clark vs. Ed- 
win F. Child, to recover upon a judg- 
ment for $20,164 recovered against de- 
fendent at San Francisco, defendant 
denied that any judgment had been 
taken by him to the Supreme Court of 
California. A formal verdict was 
taken for plaintiff in the sum of $22,- 
631. 


In Behalf of Education. 
PHILADEPHIA, Jan. 7. 

The United States Commissioner of 
Education and Bishop Simpson made 
an address before the Union League 
in favor of government appropriations 
in behalf of education. It is proposed 
that 810.000.000 yearly be apportioned 
among the States according to illiteracy. 
Resolutions were adopted by the 
Uaion League in favor of the move- 
ment.

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RAILROAD PAY. 


Eastern Line. 
The railroad men who run in and 
out of Reno will no doubt be interest- 
ed in reading the following scale of 
prices: Engiocers on the New York 
Central road are paid three cents a 
mile, and firemen receive just one-half 
that rate. Passenger conductors are 
paid $80 a month, and, in some in- 
stances $90. As the engineer bas con- 
trol of the brakes, the old-fashioned 
brakeman is displaced by ‘‘train men,“ 


who help ladies to seats and assist 
them in coming and going. These 
men receive $50 a month, but the man 
on the last car has $5 additional, as 
his responsibility is greater. In case 
of any delay he must go on the track 
to flag apprvaching trains, and may be 
left behind. Baggagemen ale paid 
$60, though in some instances, where 
the route is of unusual length, it is 
increased to 670. Station agents are 
paid $60 and ticket agents (except in 
cities) $50. This class are the poorest 
paid of all railroad officials, as they 
are closely confined and serve long 
hours, but there are so many women 
ready to accept such work that wo- 
men’s pay becomes the standard, The 
track boss is paid $45 a month. 
Switchmen and flagnien have only $36, 
and yet this is one of the most respun- 
sible positions on the road.

Sierra Valley Wants Water for 
Irrigation. 

We are informed that several en- 
terprising citizens of Sierra valley in- 
tend to shortly engage in experiments 
which will demonstrate the feasibility 
of obtaining flowing wells throughout 
the valley. They will be fully equip- 
ped with all improved well-boriog 
apparatus, says the Leader, and will 
go down 2,000 feet, if necessary, in 
order to thoroughly test the matter.
